void. Associate Justice Sam Robin- 
son dissented. 


The amending act as unconstitu- 


tional because its provisions 
are 


"local and arbitrary," 
the .high 


court opinion said. 


The court did not consider 
the 


controversy over whether the initi- 
ated act should apply only to hard.- 
surfaced roads, but dwelt mainly 
in its considerations upon the stock 
district examption. 


The opinion said "exemption of 


stock law districts must . . . be 
condemned as local and arbitrary." 
Under act 120 one owner of cattle 
may be criminally liable for 
al- 


lowing them to wander on public 
roads, "while his neighbor 
may 


pursue the same course with im- 
punits, merely because ho lives 
within the boundaries of a stock 
law district "wherein limits 
are 


only on hogs, sheep, and 
goats, 


the court said. 


"Widespread inequalities like this 


one show that the classification con- 
tained in act 120 bears no 
fail- 


relationship to the purpose of the 
statute," said the opinion.
